Egypt has always been fertile in surprises, 
and the latest surprise of all is the practical 
dementi of Mr. Dicey’s interview with the 
Khedive. A “high palace official” has informed 
the representative of “Al Moayad” that Mr. 
Dicey’s version of the interview granted to 
him did not accurately express the thoughts 
of the Khedive. He further stated that Mr. 
Dicey receiwed no_invitation to interview the 
Viceroy of Baypt antl never sent his Highness 
acopy of the interview before publiéation ; 
that the Khedive’s views concerning the 


Occupation were not unknown, and had not . 


changed ; and that his views on personal rule 
had also undergone no modification since his 
conversation with M. René Puaux. The Nation- 


alist, Press regards this statement as an . 


official démenti of Mr. Dicey’s description 
of his interview with the Khedive, and 
we certainly think that this explanation 
is as likely to be correct as any other. 
Meanwhile Mr. Dicey, for a brief houra 
favourite with the Nationalist Party, on. the 
ground of his criticisms of Lord Cromer’s ad- 
ministration, is now the butt ofdarts and arrows 
without namber from the Nationalist archery. 
The “Egyptian Standard” and “Al Lewa,” fresh 
from the discovery that the Financial Adviser 
had been shooting pigeons at Tala, riddle the 
correspondent of the ‘Daily Telegraph’ with 
their missiles. “What” asks the “Egyptian 
Standard” “will the “Dailf~Telegraph” think 
of its correspondent who mistakes facts—for 
reasons beyond doubt foreign to his own wishes 
—and has ¢o undergo the reprimand of an 
official denial.” 

Comment on the above is needless, We will 
content ourselves with the quotation “Quis 
tuterit Gracchos de seditione querentes?” and 
the English proverb—“I never swear, said the 
hare, its'a d—d bad habit.” As for Mr. Dicey 
and the Khedive, we do not regard the palace 
démenti with great interest. It is published 
for local consumption, the interview of 
which Mr. Dicey quite possibly gave an inac- 
curate rendering for export, and we have 
already commented on the difficulties of the 
position of his Highness. Time and facts can 
alone show us in which of the intervitws, 
that accorded to M. Puaux or that asked for 
by Mr. Dicey, the Khedive’s attitude towards

Cattle Plague.

Of these 80 took place 
in Abou Kerkas district, 3 in Minieh district, 
26 in Samalout district, 34 in Beni Mazar 
district, 21 in Maghagha district, 31 in Fashn 
distriet, 44 in Manfalout district, 62 in Dei- 
rout district, 21 in Mallawi district, 21 in Beba 
hes 2 in Wasta district, 1 in Beni Sounef 
district 3 in Fayoum district and 4 in Zagazig 
district. * 


The Collapsed Hut. 

Since receiving the report which we pub- 
lished yesterday as we went to press, concern- 
ing the collapse of a hut in the Minet-el-Bassal 
quarter; we have been informed that the hut, 
which was built of wood, was unoccupied, and 
was formerly a carpenter's shop. A native 
woman and her two children, who were sitting 
against the hut were btried in the débris, and 
the injuries inflicted have resulted fatally to 
the woman and one child, while the other 
child is lying in hospital very seriogsly injured. 


The Plague 

For the past 24 hours the following cases of 
lubonie plague are reported ; 3 admissions and 
2 deaths in hospital at Beba ; 1 death at 
Assiont ; 1 death at Mellawi; 1 death in 
hospital at Deirout ; 3 cases, 2 deaths ontside 
and 1 death in hospital at, Esneh; 1 recovery at 
Beni-Souef ; 1 case at Abou Tig and a recovery 
at Benj-Mazar. During the week ending the 
Srd instant, 56 fresh cases of plague were 
registered throughout the country, 25 of 
which occurred at Esneh ; 9 at Beni-Mazar ; 4 
at Assiout; 4 at Mellawi; 3 at Koz; 3 at 
Deirout ; 3 at Fashn ; 2 at Beba; 1 at Alex- 
andria ; 1 at Samallout and 1 at Keneh. 


Reuters Egyptian Business. 

Admiral Sir John W. Dalrymple Hay, pre- 
siding at the meeting of Reuter’s Telegram 
Company, Limited, last week, said that 
the year which had just elapsed had been 
replete with events of a striking kind. 
Their business in Egypt was keeping pace 
with the political, commercial «nd finan- 
cial developments which were taking place in 
that country. The services of their representa- 
tive at the capital were recently laid under 
contribution on an occasion of great im- 
portance. He alluded to the. tarewell speech 
of Lord Cromer, the whole of which amounting 
to some thousands of words, was telegraphed 
tS London. This was one of the longest 
messages ever received by them.

LORD CROMER AND THE CITY. 


A WELL-DESERVED HONOUR. 

As announced by our London correspondent 
last Friday, the Court of Common Council at 
their meeting last Thursday, unanimously 
resolved to confer the freedom of the’ City of 
London upon the Earl of Cromer in recognition 
of his splendid serviees to Egypt and the 
Empire. 

Mr. J.W. Domoney, Chairman of the City 
Lands Committee, in moving the resolution 
said, the services rendered by Lord Cromer 
during his twenty-five years’ labours in Egypt 
were quite outside ordinary circumstances, and 
deserved the greatest recognition that could 
be bestowed. It was twenty-five years since 
Sir Evelyn Baring went to Egypt. On his 
arrival he found the place in a great state of 
chaos, when he left it its administration and 
poliey—owing to his wiseandadmirable work— 
were secure and lasting. His straightforward 
dealing and impartiality in all his relations 
with the natives accounted for his enormous 
influence over them. 

Sir George Faudel-Phillips, in seconding the 
resolution, said Lord Cromer would go down 
to history as one of our great pro-consuls, 
ranking with such men as Lord Clive. He was 
not born to greatness, but he was a man who, 
having great opportunities, made great epochs 
in our national history. There was nothing 
which could redound to the interest ~of this 
great Empire and add more to its reputation and 
glory than what had been done in Egypt. Instead 
of that country being, as it now is, amongst 
the most civilised parts of the globe, it was 
not too much to say that it would bein the 
hands of ignorant and despotic rulers, with 
the result-that the trouble to Europe would 
be irreparable. Lord Cromer had won the 
confidence of men whose only previous expe- 
riences of government were a tradition, and 
knowledge of cruelty and oppression which 
terrified them-—he had first won their confi- 
dence and then their goodwill. They were 
voting that day to one of their greatest 
living statesmen the greatest honour they pos- 
sessed, and the Corporation, in so doing, was 
honouring aman who had done wonderful 
service—a service which had been recognised 
not only by the people of this country, but 
by the civilised nations of the weld. 

The motion was then put and carried unani- 
mously and with acclamation, ‘and it was 
referred to the City Lands Committee to make 
the necessary arrangements in the event of 
Lord Cromer’s accepting the proposed com- 
pliment. 

It was also resolved to confer the freedom 
on Lord Lister, the famous surgeon, and 
discoverer of the antiseptic system.

STATE RAILWAYS ROLLING STOCK. 


——— 


Mr. J. M. Robertson asked Sir Edward Grey 
on Tuesday week whether, in view of the facts 
that the earnings of the Egyptian State Rail- 
ways for 1905 showed an ihcreased return per 
cent. on the increased capital outlay of recent 
years, that many of the carriages are dilapi- 
dated and insufficiently lighted, that many of 
the engines are from thirty to fifty-five years 
old, and that the tariffs for passengers and 
goods are higher than those of most European 
countries, he would advise the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment to improve the condition of the 
rolling-stock and at the same time to reduce 
passenger fares and goods rates. 

Sir E. Grey : No, sir ; I cannot undertake 
to interfere in the administration of the 
Egyptian State Railways. (Opposition cheers.) 

RAILWAY ADVERTISING. 


Mr. John Robertson also asked the Seere- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs whether he is 
aware that large sums of money are annually 
paid by the Egyptian State Railways Adminis- 
tration for inserting in Egyptian newspapers 
whole pages of their time-table, although the 
official timetable of such administration is 
published at regular intervals ; and whether, 
seeing that such advertisements are greatly in 
excess of public requirements and are inserted 
in such newspapers with the object of influenc- 
ing their proprietors and editors in favour of 
the Government policy, he will advise. the 
Egyptian Government to discontinue the 
practice. 

Sir E. Grey.—I am not aware of any of the 
facts stated or alleged in the question, and in 
any case I cannot undertake to interfere with 
the methods of making railway time-tables 
known in Egypt. 


THE LANGUAGE QUESTION. 


Mr. Robertson also asked the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs whether, seeing that 
Englishmen seeking to qualify by examination 
for posts and promotion ia the Egyptian Go- 
vernment service were allowed to answer the 
questions set them in their own language, he 
would advise the Egyptian Government to 
accord to native Egyptians who present them- 
selves at examinations for primary and second- 
ary certificates, for diplomas granted by the 
higher or technical school and professional 
colleges, and for posts and promotion in the 
Egyptian Government seryice, the option of 
answering questions in their own language: 

Sir E. Grey (Northumberland Berwick).— 
The particular changes arlvocated. in this 
question are part of the general question of 
the encouragement of teaching in Arabic. This 
was dealt with recently in a speech of the 
Minister of Instruction, which bas been pre- 
sented to. Parliament, and from which will be 
seen the extent to which the question opeupies 
his attention. Any changes which are made 
must be upon the initiative of the Egyptian 
Government, and pending any further pro- 
nouncement by them, I can give no more in- 
formation. 


EGYPTIAN: GOVERNMENT. 
THE COTTON INDUSTRY. 


Presiding at the annual meeting of the Fine 
Cotton Spinners and Doublers . Association, 
Ltd., in Manchester last week, Sir W.H. Hol- 
land, M. P., referring to the supply of cotton, 
said beside Sea Island cotton the Association 
had used a great deal of Egyptian cotton. In 
regard to.that it was only fitting to acknow- 
ledge that the authorities in Egypt, with Lord 
Cromer at thefr head, had done their utmost 
to meet the wishes ofthe trade, and to do so 
in the interests of the Egyptian community 
by increasing the growth of Egyptian cotton. 
Now that Lord Cromer’s successor had been 
appointed, he hoped they might bespeak his 
good offices also in that direction. ‘They would 
he specially glad to see the undeveloped re- 
sources of the Sudan more largely turned to 
the cultivation of Egyptian cotton, for that 
would be a great boon to many Lancashire 
mills, including their own. 


HOTELS IN EGYPT, 


Hotels seem to be one of the best invest- 
ments in this country judging by the last 
report of the Nungovich Hotel Company, 
which at the last meeting held on the 22nd 
May in Cairo, declared a dividend for the 
year at the rate of 25 per cent after placing 
10% to reserve fund and granting another 
10% to the Board of Directors. The Egyptian 
Hotels, the company that owns the well-known 
Ghezireh Palace and Shepheard’s Hotel, gave 
last year a return on the paid up capital of 
15 per cent and are expected to pay a similar 
dividend this year. The need. for further 
hotels, especially in Cairo and Alexandria, is 
apparent, for during the winter season it is 
difficult, at times, to find accommodation for 
the numerous visitors arriving from Europe 
and America. This want is likewise shown by 
the number of new hotels that are in con- 
templation both in Cairo as well as in Alex- 
andria, to meet the increasing demand from 
year to year, as mentioned in our issue of 
Wednesday. We are informed that a wealthy 
native capitalist of our city has purchased a 
site on the Ramleh boujevard, near the station, 
on which it is intended to erect a five storeyed

Some interesting details are given in the 
current issue of “Fry’s Magazine,” in the course 
of an article onthe 127 races forthe Derby which 
have been run sincé it was started in 1780, 
If we admit that all Derby horses are good, the 
writer says, with the reservation that some are 
very much better than others, think of all the 
fine horseflesh that is comprised in 2,124 horses, 
which is the number that have so far run in 
the historic race. The largest number that have 
ever started in. one race was thirty-four, in 
1862, when Caractacus tarned out to be the 
winner. Going to the other extreme, there were 
only four starters in 1794, when Deedalus won. 
Small fields were commoner in the early years 
of the race than they were at any time after- 
wards, until we come to quite the most modern 
era, seven fields of less than ten runners each 
having been sent to ‘the post since Ormonde’s 
year in 1886. The greatest nimber of sub- 
seribers to the race was in 1900 (Diamond 
Jubilee’s great year), when there were 301. 

In regard to the jockeys, the record for wins 
“is held by Robinson, deceased, away back in 
the early part of last century, when he won the 
race six times—four times in five years. The 
famous Fred Archer, Clift, Buckle, and J. 
Arnull won five times; 8. Arnull (the first 
winner), W. Scott, and J. Watts four times ; 
while many other jockeys have two and three 
successes to their credit. It is a fine thing ‘for 
a jockey to win the Derby—in cash as well as 
in glory. Often enough it is worth at least a 
thousand pounds to him; and it is said ‘that 
had Alfred Day, who had the mount on Kings- 
town, only beaten Wild Dayrell, in 1855, he 
would have had the whole of the stakes, amount- 
ing to £6,000, for his trouble. Probably the 
jockeys did not get very much in the early 
days of the Derby, and it is even said that 
Custance only received £100 for winning on 
Thormanby in 1860.” 
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MONEY AND SHARE MARKET.

London, May 31. 
The Money Market. . 


In financial circles there was a slight flutter 
at the settlement this week, but in the end 
there was more than enough money to go 
round. There seems no ‘probability that the 
Bank of France will reduce its rate, and so 
long as our powerful neighbour feels it neces- 
sary to strengthen its polition, it is not prob- 
able that the Bank of England will make a 
move downward. At the same time, we confirm 
what we wrote last week, that there is no 
reason to look for any pressure until. the early 
months of the Autumn, and no one feels in- 
clined to predict the result of the Autumn 
demand. To be well aware of a possible strin- 
gency is the best way to avoid it, and the 
conservative policy is likely to be followed by 
our banks and financial institutions, 

For the moment the price of gold is down, 
the quotation being 77/10} per ounce. Silver 
also has receded a fraction to 31. In neither 
ease, however, is the reduction likely to be 
permanent. 

With the return of currency from the prov- 
inces, the stock of coin and bullion at the 
Bank shows a rise of £95,000, notwithstanding 
the efflux of over £500,000 for abroad. The 
active note circulation has contracted by 
£89,000, and the result is an addition of 
£184,000 to the reserve, which now stands at 
£24,864,000. The proportion of reserve to 
liabilities is practically unchanged at 46} per 
cent. Last year the total reserve amounted to 
£23,177,000, and the proportion was about 44 
per cent. 


The Stock Markets, 


The past week has not been without its 
financial discomforts, and there seems no doubt 
that the steady shrinkage in the valoe of 
stocks and shares which has been going on for 
some time past has been. undermining the 
resources of a great many old Stock Exchange 
houses. At the same time, the few failures that 
have oceurred from time to time are for very 
small amounts, and there is no speculation 
the result of which-ean bring about any serious 
trouble. Heavy expenses and want of business, 
leading to yearly losses, are the main causes 
of complaint, and these readily lend themselves 
to treatment as things get better, as they 
must do. 

It is satisfactory to note that during the 
latter part of the week the tone of the stock 
markets has been much firmer. Two failures 
have been announced, Messrs. Hubert Brunton 
& Co., and Messrs. James & Co. 
both highly respectable firms, but the amounts 
for which they have failed are comparatively 
small. 

Today the tone has not been quite so 
favourable, owing to the small amount of 
business transacted. 


Conso/s. 

After continuing in a very depressed state 
for some weeks, the gilt-edged market on 
Wednesday developed a very cheerful tone. 
Consols which had been put down to 84§, 
closed yy higher. Yesterday the improvement 
was tuaintained, and Consols registered a 
further advance of ¥ for cash and account.
